BARSTOW, Calif. A company with a dooms- 
day plan is taking money for what it promises 
will be a comfortable, nuke-proof bunker un- 
der the Mojave Desert, with an atrium, gym 
and jail, and sloppy joes and pearl potatoes on 
the menu. 

Robert Vicino, who runs the Del Mar- 
based company called Vivos, has collected 
deposits on half 
the 132 spaces 
planned in the 
13,000-square- 
foot bunker in 
Barstow 

The facility is 
among several 
popping up across 
the country as 
doomsday fears 
have recently been 
fueled by strong 
earthquakes, terrorism and predictions of 
the world’s end in 2012, when the ancient 
Mayan calendar is said to end. 

“I’m careful not to promote fear. But soon- 
er or later, I believe you’re going to need to 
seek shelter,” said Vicino, a real estate sales- 
man whose career started with advertising 
and moved on to timeshares. 

The political climate now in some ways re- 
flects the Cold War era, when many Ameri- 
cans dug backyard fallout shelters, said Jef- 
frey Knopf, an associate professor of national 
security affairs at the Naval Postgraduate 
School in Monterey “There’s a lot of free- 
floating anxiety out there about the dangers 
that terrorists will get nuclear weapons and it 
multiplies,” he said. 

Facilities such as Vicino’s are attracting 
interest in other states such as Oregon and 
Kansas, where one engineer is developing 
survival condos for $1.75 million. 

In Barstow, $50,000 will get a bunk in a 
four-person room. Vicino is stiU taking res- 
ervations: $5,000 for adults and $2,500 for 
kids. Pets are free. 

He said the Portland, Ore., company that 
owns the Barstow property, TSG Invest- 
ments, gave him permission to convert it. 
The land once belonged to AT&T and origi- 
nally was used as an emergency government 
communications center during the Cold War.

A Delaware man has been 
charged with faking his way into Harvard 
and duping the Ivy League school out of 
$45,000 in financial aid, grants and schol- 
arships. 

Adam Wheel- 
er, 23, of Milton, 

Del., was admit- 
ted to Harvard 
and became a stu- 
dent in 2007 after 
he falsely claimed 
he had earned a 
perfect academic 
record at Phillips 
Academy in Andover, Mass., and had stud- 
ied for a year at the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology prosecutors said Monday 

Ultimately, authorities said, Wheeler’s 
attempts to be an overachiever were his 
undoing: Harvard started to look into 
Wheeler’s background after he sought the 


school’s endorsement for Rhodes and Ful- 
bright scholarships. 

A professor reviewing his application 
noticed similarities between Wheeler’s 
writing and that of a colleague, prosecu- 
tors said. 

Wheeler was indicted on 20 offenses, 
including larceny identity fraud and pre- 
tending to hold a degree. He was arrested 
Monday by Massachusetts authorities 
and scheduled for arraignment Tuesday in 
Middlesex Superior Court. 

Wheeler, who was studying English, was 
trying to transfer to Tthle and Brown when 
he got caught in the “web of lies and de- 
ceit,” Middlesex County District Attorney 
Cerry Leone said. 

“This defendant’s actions cheated 
those who competed honestly and fairly 
for admissions and for the scholarships 
that this defendant fraudulently ob- 
tained,” Leone said. 

A number listed to Adam Wheeler in 


Milton, Del., had been disconnected. Le- 
one’s office did not know whether he had 
a lawyer. 

In January, authorities say, Wheeler 
submitted transfer applications to Yale 
and Brown. 

In his applications, Wheeler said he was 
employed by McLean Hospital, a psychi- 
atric facility affiliated with Harvard, even 
though he was not, Leone said. 

His transfer application included faked 
recommendations from an employee at 
the hospital and from his former Harvard 
dean, Leone said. 

Harvard released a statement saying it 
could not discuss individual cases because 
of federal privacy laws and referred all 
questions to the Middlesex District At- 
torney’s office. 

Before attending Harvard, Wheeler was 
a student at Bowdoin College in Maine 
from 2005-07, but was suspended for aca- 
demic dishonesty, authorities said.

Blackhawks fans 
hoofing it on CTA 

If you’re lucky enough to snag a ticket to 
Friday’s Blackhawks playoff game, you 
might think twice about taking a train to 
the United Center. 

While the Cubs and Sox each have 
Red Line stops just steps from their 
respective fields, Blackhawks fans have 
to hike. And they’re not alone. 

Soccer fans rely on Pace to take them 
from the Orange Line Midway stop to Toyota Park in Bridgeview, 
and Bears fans have to walk several blocks to Soldier Field from the 
Roosevelt stop. 

As the Blackhawks have made their way through the playoffs, 
fans have been asking Going Public why there is no United Center 
train stop. CTA spokeswoman Katelyn Thrall responded via e-mail, 
“Building a new station, even along existing track infrastructure, costs 
millions of dollars and CTA does not have capital funding available 
for a stop there.” 

Thrall encouraged fans to take the No. 19 United Center Express 
bus, which operates for some events at the United Center. The 
No. 20 Madison, No. 9 Ashland and No. 50 Damen buses also stop at 
the United Center. 

But if you want to travel by train, you have a bit of walking to do. 
GP on Friday timed the walk from the United Center ticket pickup 
window to the turnstiles at the two closest CTA stops: the Ashland 
stop on the Green and Pink lines and the Illinois Medical District 
stop on the Blue Line. It took about ii minutes to walk to each stop 
from the United Center. 

Fans of the Chicago Fire and the Chicago Red Stars, the men’s 
and women’s professional soccer teams, probably can empathize. 
Pace’s No. 387 Toyota Park Express runs every 20 minutes from the 
Midway stop on the Orange Line to Toyota Park— a 15-minute con- 
nection— starting two hours before games. The CTA is working on 
a plan to extend the Orange Line, but Toyota Park is not a proposed 
stop. 

Meanwhile, the closest train stop for Bears fans is the Roosevelt 
stop on the Red, Orange and Green lines. The CTA offers bus service 
to Soldier Field from the Roosevelt stop, but there maybe an alterna- 
tive in the future if a plan for a new station comes through. 

The city last year looked at four areas that could use a train stop, 
including a space near Wabash Avenue and i8th Street, in the vicinity 
of Soldier Field. The planning study, which was presented to the RTA 
in September, determined construction of a Green Line stop in that 
area would cost $50 million to $200 million. 

But there’s no set plan for the stop. According to the report, ad- 
vancement of the conceptual station is subject to further study by the 
city and the CTA.

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Fighting for freedom 


Chicago-based LGBT immigrants find 
haven from persecution at home

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Chicagoans rally for

John Ademola knows there is no asylum from 
hatred, no refuge from ignorance. 

But after decades of battling his own identi- 
ty as a gay man in Nigeria, afraid for his life and 
safety the former Catholic priest who now 
lives in the Chicago area knows a new reality 

“If any crazy person decides to kill me 
simply because Fm gay, here [in the U.S.], 
the community will still ask, ‘Why did you 
do it?’ ” he says. In America, he says, “there’s 
not a government after me.” 

Ademola applied for— and was granted- 
asylum in the U.S. in 2009 based on his homo- 
sexuality and fear of what he might face if he 
returned to Nigeria. He now holds a green card 
that puts him on the track to U.S. citizenship. 

The Riverdale resident, 50, is one mem- 
ber of a seemingly growing but hard-to-track 
group of Chicago-based immigrants who’ve 
successfully appHed for asylum based on their 
sexual orientation or gender identity Such 
asylum applications have been possible for the 
past 16 years, after then-Atty Gen. Janet Reno 
declared an LGBT asylum case precedent. 

Experts say there likely are many more im- 
migrants who could apply for asylum based on 
their LGBT status. But many don’t know they 
can or fear the repercussions of doing so. 

Those who find their way to attorneys or 
learn about LGBT asylum generally get clued-in 
byword of mouth, experts say or they are look- 
ing into other kinds of asylum or immigration 
options. Applying for asylum— a procedure 
that can include judges, affidavits and adminis- 
trative appearances— can be complicated. 

Those applying for asylum have one year 
from their arrival in the U.S. to do so— unless 
they can prove they’ve been in extraordinary or 
changed circumstances. Even then, potential 
asylees have to apply within six months of those 
circumstances. Many LGBT asylees struggle 
with coming out of the closet, experts say 

“If you’re not openly gay, unfortunately, the 
system doesn’t wait for you to come out,” said 
Uzoamaka Nzelibe, a clinical assistant pro- 
fessor of law at Northwestern University and 
staff attorney at Bluhm Legal Clinic who deals 
with asylum and refugee cases. 

One recent asylee, who asked that his name 
not be used, came to the U.S. five years ago 
with family members. In his African home na- 


tion, he’d suffered abuse for being perceived 
as effeminate— even though he was not out. 

RedEye is withholding information about 
the man— including identifying details— be- 
cause he fears how his family members will re- 
act should they find out he’s gay 

The Chicago resident, now in his 20s, ini- 
tially met with a staff member from the human 
rights advocacy group Heartland Alliance to 
explore his options for immigration. When the 
staff member mentioned applying based on 
LGBT status, he said he delayed even though 
he knew that was the basis he should use. 

“I was not sure who I am as a person. I was 
living with my sister. I was 17 . 1 was scared that 
she would find out I’m gay,” he said. “I assumed 
they would be sending mail to my house.” 

Though his assumptions were incorrect- 
organizations don’t have to send mail to ap- 
plicants’ homes — this asylee encountered 
some common barriers for LGBT people 
applying for asylum, said Eric Berndt, an at- 
torney at the Heartland Alliance’s National 
Immigrant Justice Center, which provides 
legal aid to low-income immigrants seeking 
asylum or refuge in the U.S. 

“I can’t tell you how many clients I’ve had 
where it’s a 19 -year-old kid living with a family 
and he doesn’t have his own phone, there’s no 
way to [easily] communicate with him, he can’t 
tell his parents why he’s applying for asylum,” 
Berndt said. ‘A lot of times, it’s only once they’ve 
become dislocated that they come forward.” 

There were about 27,000 new applications 
for asylum last year, according to the Depart- 
ment of Homeland Security, but the federal 
government doesn’t track the reason for asy- 
lum or the area in which the person applies. 

Berndt deals with about 20 cases annu- 
ally of people seeking asylum based on their 
sexual orientation or gender identity, and he 
says the numbers of those looking to apply for 
LGBT asylum seem to be increasing. 

Those who work with LGBT asylees and 
refugees say increasing numbers reflect both 
changing attitudes in the U.S. and the trau- 
matic persecution gay and lesbian asylees and 
refugees have suffered in home countries. 

Neil Grungras, the executive director 
of the Organization for Refugee, Asylum 
and Migration, based in San Francisco, said 
85 countries criminalize homosexuality and 
seven apply the death penalty to those caught

United States seems to focus on issues 
here,” said Andy Thayer of the Gay Lib- 
eration Network, one of the organizers 
of the event. He said the group chose 
Uganda and Kenya because of persecu- 
tion of gay people in those nations, specif- 
ically laws proposed in Uganda that would 
implement the death penalty for some 
LGBT people. Thayer said the organiza- 
tion selected Malawi to draw attention to 
work being done by a fledgling gay rights 
movement there. “People are not just vic- 
tims. LGBT people are fighting back.” 

Frank Nielsen, 22, of Alsip, attended 
with his partner, Danny Hankes, 18, of 
Lemont, to protest the treatment faced by 
many LGBT people internationally. 

“I want everyone all over the world to have 
at least the same kind of sectxrity” LGBT 
people have in the US., he said. Nielsen add- 
ed that there’s work to be done in Chicago 
too, but “I, at least, feel safe here.”

APPLYING FOR ASYLUM. CITIZENSHIP 


What’s the difference 
between a refugee 
and an asylee? 

A refugee lives in a 
country outside the 
U.S. and is trying to 
gain entry. An asylee 
has entered the U.S. 
and has applied for 
asylum status so he or 
she is not forced to re- 
turn to his or her home 
country. 


There are two kinds of asylum applications: affirma- 
tive (where the immigrant takes the initiative to seek 
asylum) and defensive (when the government is already 
seeking to remove the person from the U.S.). 

The procedure greatlys varies between the two pro- 
cesses, but affirmative asylum is much quicker. A defen- 
sive process can result in an appearance before an im- 
migration judge; an affirmative process can be decided 
by an asylum officer after an interview. In both cases, 
the potential asylee will have to prove that he or she is 
either “unable or unwilling to return to” the home coun- 
try and has been persecuted or has a “well-founded fear 
of persecution.” 

LGBT asylees have proved their sexual orientation 


or gender identity with supporting documents such as 
witness affidavits, statements from psychologists or 
psychiatrists and interviews. Often, the would-be asylee 
also will submit expert statements about the environ- 
ment for LGBT people in the immigrant’s home country. 

Affirmative asylum applications generally are pro- 
cessed in about two months, according to Uzoamaka 
Nzelibe, a law professor and attorney who deals with 
asylum and refugee cases. An asylee can apply for a 
green card one year later. Those applications take about 
four to six months to process. The asylee needs to hold 
a green card for five years before applying for citizen- 
ship. Start to finish, it can take up to seven years for an 
asylee to become a citizen.

Family waits as officials 
search for body of boy 
who fell in roiling water

Willy Castillo stood 
along the banks of the 
Chicago River on Mon- 
day staring at the water 
roiling below, and shook 
his head. 

The river had always 
been a concern since Cashmere Castillo 
the day he moved his 
family to the Albany Park neighborhood. From 
the floods that inundated his neighborhood to 
the games his children played close to the riv- 
er’s edge, Castillo said he often worried about 
the fast-moving, murky waters. 

Then on Sunday afternoon, Castillo’s cell 
phone rang. His oldest son, Christian, 13, stam- 
mered on the other end. His 8 -year-old broth- 
er, Cashmere, had fallen into the river during a 
game of tag. 

Christian, who said he and Cashmere can- 
not swim, dashed down to the river and started 
yelling for help. A passerby then jumped into 
the water and almost reached Cashmere but 
the current swept the boy away, Christian said. 

“He had a hold of his Anger, but the river 
was just ahead of them. He couldn’t hold on,” 
Christian said. “He just went under.” 

Upon hearing the news, Willy Castillo said 
he sprinted to the river, barefoot and shirtless, 
and plunged into the water to search for his 
son. But it was too late. 

As authorities and family continued to 
search for the boy’s body 24 hours later, both 
father and son wondered what they could have 
done to save Cashmere. 

The family sat vigil on the banks of the river, 
which was swollen with recent heavy rains.

“Do you remember what hap- 
pened to you?” his cousins asked. 

“Two men came up to me,” Has- 
san said in Arabic, hours after he 
was shot as he entered his cab on 
the Near North Side. “They took 
my wallet. They took my money 
They shot me.” 

Hassan had a question for his 
cousins. 

“Did they get the bullet out?” he 
asked in a slow, deep voice. 

Yes, his cousins answered, doc- 
tors had removed the slug that had 
been lodged his head. 

One cousin asked Hassan if he 
remembered their names. Yes, he 
responded, and spoke the name of 
each of them. 

The men then surrounded Has- 
san, their arms outstretched with 
palms turned upward, and said an 
Islamic prayer for health. 

Hassan, 28, was walking to his 
cab around 7:30 p.m. Sunday after 
leaving Mogadishu Restaurant, 
931 N. Orleans St., when he was 
robbed, shot in the head and left 
for dead. 

Chicago police are looking for 
two men described in their late 
teens. 

A person at the scene said Hassan 
was returning to his cab with tea he 
had just bought at the restaurant, 
which is frequented by cabdrivers.

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$500K bail set for teen In hit-and-run

Bail was set Monday at $500,000 for a New Trier 
High School senior charged in a hit-and-run acci- 
dent that critically injured a schoolmate Friday 
Authorities said Erin Hughes, 18, admitted that 
she had smoked pot the night before the crash and 
was looking in another direction when she struck 
sophomore Sarah Goone while turning onto 
Green Bay Road from Winnetka Avenue just after 
4 p.m. Friday 

Hughes entered the Cook County courtroom in 


Skokie on Monday morning dressed in blue jeans 
and a black blouse and stood next to her attor- 
ney, Jack Levin, with her hands folded behind her. 
Hughes had been held by the Winnetka Police De- 
partment since she was taken into custody Friday 
Hughes stood silently as Judge Marcia Orr ex- 
plained the charges against her— failure to report 
an accident involving personal injury failure to give 
information or render aid and failure to exercise 
due care. Prosecutors said that while making the 
left turn, Hughes turned right to see if her friends 



were at a local conve- 
nience store. After turn- 
ing, she heard screams 
and a thud, looked in her 
rearview mirror and saw 
the victim lying on the 
pavement, prosecutors 

said, adding that Hughes “understood she should 
have stayed but panicked and wanted to go home.” 

Levin did not dispute the notion that Hughes 
knew she’d hit someone before leaving the scene.

Balloon 
knocks 
out power 
on NW Side

Congratulations! That $3 balloon 
you bought for your cousin’s gradu- 
ation just knocked out power to 
your entire neighborhood. That’s 
what happened Sunday night when 
a stray Mylar balloon became en- 
tangled in a ComEd power line 
near Laramie Avenue and Belden 
Street on Chicago’s Northwest 
side. 

The balloon mishap left 3,825 cus- 
tomers without power for almost 
two hours, according to a ComEd 
statement. 

It was not an isolated incident. 

ComEd spokesman Jeff Burdick 
said this was the fifth power out- 
age caused by a Mylar balloon this 
month. Customers experienced out- 
ages in Glendale Heights, Crystal 
Lake and two additional outages in 
Chicago. 

“It’s probably close to 5,000 cus- 
tomers for the month,” Burdick said. 

“In the last four years, metal- 
lic balloons have caused about 
200 outages affecting more than 
100,000 ComEd customers,” the 
electric company said. “This in- 
cluded about 28,000 customers in 
2009.” 

The metallic material of the Mylar 
balloon can cause a surge of electric- 
ity when it touches a power line or 
floats into substation equipment, 
which can cause equipment to short 
circuit and lead to power outages, 
fires and sometimes injuries. 



A look at Blago judge

Do you ever wonder what spins through a judge’s head 
while lawyers and witnesses drone on endlessly for days 
and weeks at trial? 

In the case of U.S. District Judge James B. Zagel, who 
is scheduled to preside over the sweeping corruption 
trial of former Gov Rod Blagojevich in a little more 
than two weeks, there’s a good chance those thoughts 
sometimes drift to grandly larcenous fantasies. 

How else to explain “Money to Burn,” the well- 
received 2002 novel penned by Zagel about a federal 
judge who masterminds an audacious heist at the super- 
secure Federal Reserve Bank in Chicago? (Spoiler alert: 
the judge gets away with millions of doUars.) 

Zagel may have an active imagination, but his broad 
list of admirers in Chicago’s legal community view that 
as just another example of why he is regarded as one of 
the smartest and most unflappable jurists at the federal 
courthouse. 

At 69 and with more than two decades on the federal 
bench, Zagel boasts a resume to qualify him as one of 


the most interesting men in Chicago. He helped pros- 
ecute mass murderer Richard Speck, twice held state 
cabinet posts and once was married to TV investiga- 
tive reporter Pam Zekman. As a jurist, he also moon- 
lights on the secretive Foreign Intelligence Surveillance 
Court that decides whether to issue warrants for elec- 
tronic eavesdropping on terrorism suspects. 

He also acts. His last role was as the grieving son of 
a murder victim in Chicago writer David Mamet’s 1991 
film, “Homicide.” 

Using the stage name J.S. Block, Zagel also appeared 
in the 1989 film “Music Box” about a suspected war 
criminal on trial in Chicago. Zagel, whose middle name 
in real life is Block, played a judge in the film. Its court- 
room scenes were shot at the same Criminal Courts 
Building he once prowled as an assistant state’s attor- 
ney 

Acting bug or no, Zagel likely will have little time for 
such pursuits this summer when the only blockbuster 
he’ll be tackling is the Blagojevich trial, which is sched- 
uled to begin June 3.

Scientists: 
Oil may hit 
East Coast 

□ NEW ORLEANS BP said Monday 
it hopes to siphon as much as 
half of the oil leaking into the Gulf of 
Mexico and is getting ready to shoot 
mud into a blown-out well later this 
week to try and stop all of it. 

BP PEC chief operating officer 
Doug Suttles said at a news confer- 
ence that the company will never 
again try to produce oil from the 
well, though BP did not rule out 
drilling elsewhere in the reservoir. 

Meanwhile, scientists said they 
were concerned about the ooze 
reaching a major ocean current that 
could carry it through the Elorida 
Keys and up the East Coast. 

Suttles said a mile-long tube is 
funneling a little more than 42,000 
gallons of crude a day from a blown- 
out well into a tanker ship. 

As engineers worked to get a bet- 
ter handle on the spill, a researcher 
told The Associated Press that 
computer models show the oil may 
already have seeped into a powerful 
current that could propel it into the 
Atlantic Ocean. 

“This can’t be passed off as ‘It’s 
not going to be a problem,’ ” said 
William Hogarth, dean of the Uni- 
versity of South Elorida’s College of 
Marine Science. “This is a very sensi- 
tive area.”

LeBron buzz grows 


In the first 24 hours after the Celtics eliminated the Cav- 
aliers on Thursday, the Bulls sold more than 500 new full 
season tickets and a team official estimated incoming 
call volume to their sales office stood roughly 50 times 
normal levels. 

The question now is whether the allure of LeBron 
James will have a similar effect on Bulls management. 

League sources said Sunday that noted NBA power 
broker William Wesley continues to work back channels 
to sell John Calipari and James as a package deal to fran- 
chises such as the Bulls, Nets and Clippers with coaching 
vacancies and salary cap room. 

Another league source confirmed an unknown Cali- 
pari connection contacted Bulls management over the 
weekend. This not only renders the coach’s vows to re- 
main at Kentucky hollow, it underscores the juggling act 
general manager Gar Forman and senior vice president 
John Paxson must navigate as they tackle a coaching 


search while planning for free agency which begins July i. 

James’ uncertain future also introduces an internal 
debate on whether the two-time reigning Most Valu- 
able Player is even the best fit with Derrick Rose. While 
James unquestionably is the game’s most dominant 
player, he dominated the ball on the court and input on 
organizational decisions off it in Cleveland. 

Signing James and hiring Calipari seemingly would 
cede more organizational control than the Bulls histori- 
cally are known to do. But that’s what Wesley, who is be- 
coming a certified agent for coaches with the same firm 
agent Leon Rose started, is trying to accomplish with 
various teams. 

Add in the fact a strong buzz continues to circulate 
that All-Star shooting guard Joe Johnson is strongly open 
to signing with the Bulls and that his agent, Arn Tellem, 
enjoys a close relationship with Bulls Chairman Jerry Re- 
insdorf and the intrigue becomes greater.

Is Wicker Park’s first Indian 
and Nepaiese restaurant 
worth the wait? 

By M. Kathleen Pratt 

The first thing you need to know about 
Cumin, the just-opened Indian and Nepal- 
ese restaurant in^J^cker Park, is that you’re 
not the first to know about Cumin. The little 
75-seater has been “coming soon” for a period 
of time that far exceeds the conventional defini- 
tion of “soon,” building anticipation all the while. 

Most of the dishes on the typically voluminous menu 
(leather-bound, of course) have been done literally billion: 
of times before. They just haven’t been done in^ 5 (^cker Pi 
Cumin is the first Indian restaurant in the neighborhood and 
only the second Nepalese spot in all of Chicago. 

When it finally opened last weekend, no wonder half the 
neighborhood turned out to welcome it and, like us, found 
out if it was worth the wait. 


We knew right away that ... 

Cumin was unprepared for 
opening-weekend crowds. From 
the server who was so in the 
weeds she couldn’t decide what 
to do next to the food runner 
who circled the room twice 
with one of our appetiz- 
ers before returning to the 
kitchen, the staff clearly was 
overwhelmed. We’re hopeful 
things will smooth out in 
time. For now, don’t show up 
without a reservation. 

We can’t stop thinking 
about... the goat 
chhoela ($8). The tender 
hunks of meat from the 
tandoor oven, marinat- 
ed and cooked in a Nep- 
alese spice blend bursting with fresh 

ginger and garlic, trumped even the momo, the dish for which 
Nepal is perhaps best known. (And Cumin’s momo, Uttle 
round dumplings filled with minced chicken and accompanied 


by a piquant tomato-based dipping sauce, are pretty good.) 

We were pleasantly surprised by ... the Cumin dum biryani 
($15). Rice is rice, right? Not here. The signature biryani, 
studded with shrimp and generous pieces of chicken and lamb, 
is a must-order. Drizzle some cool raita over the crispy on- 
ions on top to get the full effect. 
Don’t forget ... the naan (left). 
Cumin’s pillowy tandoor-fired flat- 
breads rank up there with Devon 
Avenue’s finest. Plain ($2) or garlic 
($3) is necessary for sopping up the 
spicy gravy left behind after you’ve 
devoured the meatier parts of 
dishes such as chicken chili ma- 
sala ($12) and catfish curry ($15); 
paneer kulcha ($4), stuffed with 
house-made cottage cheese, is 
a necessary indulgence. 

We’d pass on ... the tandoori 
chicken (half $10, full $18). 
Ours was surprisingly dry. 
We were stumped by ... 
the lack of a bartender. 
There’s nothing too 

complex going on behind the bar (an Indian 
lager such as Flying Horse is your best bet with dinner), but 
even the simplest drinks require someone to open a bottle. 
If you can snare a passing server, order a cocktail made with 


Small’s, a gin produced by Oregon’s Ransom Cellars that has 
unusually forward cardamom flavors. 

WeTe already planning our return trip for ... a more thorough 
exploration of the Nepalese menu. Indian dishes far outnum- 
ber Nepalese, but a mildly spiced goat stew called gorkhali 
khasi ($14) got our attention right away Vegetarians and 
those dating vegetarians, take note: Nepalese fare favors veg- 
based dishes, from the traditional jhane ko dal ($11), lentils 
cooked with cumin, onion, garlic and asafetida (a pungent 
spice that mellows to recall sauteed onions when cooked), 
to parvate aalu tama ra bodi ($12), a Himalayan favorite of 
stewed black-eyed peas, potatoes and bamboo shoots.
